Tomorrow (friday) may be an equally bad day for geomagnetic storming, or 
a bit worse, depending upon when and how strong the shockwave from 


wednesday's X-class flare turns out to be. It occured about 24 hours 
after the flares on tuesday's, so it should arrive morning or mid-day 
friday. 


All this activity should have little effect on the VHF contest this 
weekend, since the real problem with geomagnetic storms is in the HF 
spectrum and absorption in the D-layer. Even under lousy conditions, VHF 
signals pass through the D-layer quite easily.

144.2 is used for both SSB and CW. 144.1 is supposed to be CW calling 
frequency but I've never heard a station on that frequency here in the 
Midwest. Could be different other places but I doubt it. CW on 144.2 is 
acceptable, just dont sit there. 


If Aurora starts, anyone sitting on 144.2 is going to be unpopular. 
Spread out at least plus / minus 10 khz. 


On two meters the Aurora sigs will sound very rough and may sound more 
like modulated noise than a true signal. Do your best to tune them in 

and then join the fun. Sigs on 6 are likely to have some tone although 
they will sound like AC supply is very unstable. 


Move your antenna around if you can and peak the sigs. Sigs may not peak 
directly North. Could be at slight angle (i.e NNE).

My questions about ferrite bead current type 1:1 BALUNS, on this list 
and off, have generated discussion which I think should be shared with 
the whole heap of you. 


I am using the FB43-2401 Balun Core beads available from Amidon for 
$16.00 plus $4.00 shipping per hundred. I run ladder line (actually 
open wire feeder constructed of #24 enameled wire and european 
automotive style fuse bodies, which works out to have a characteristic 
impedance of about 500 ohms) from the eighty meter horizontal loop into 
the shack where, heretofore I have used an LDG 4:1 BALUN in a small 
metal box attached via a three or four foot length of coax to the 
automatic tuner in my K2. This project was conceived in an attempt to 
lighten, or at least reduce the volume of the junk in my briefcase sized 
station, and because I did not have a 1:1 BALUN to mess with, and now 
with the Elecraft auto-tuner I have the ability to rapidly switch 
between tuned antenna systems for comparison. 


When fitting the beads onto Belden RG-58 I truly got blisters on my 
fingers because the fit is so tight. Many of you have suggested using 
soap, wirepulling compound, gloves or "not heating the beads (to expand 
them (?)" to overcome that problem. 


Answers to my questions about how the beads act are summarized here: 
The beads add impedance in series, they do not have to touch each other 
tightly but probably should be lumped together, they act by absorbing 
the common mode current on the outside of the line and not allowing it 
to be radiated at HF (presumably they radiate it as heat). The lower 
the frequency of operation the more beads are needed. They would need 
to be used in conjunction with a tunner. 


Several of you use such a bead BALUN and seem to be happy with it, but 
also state that you have not directly tested it against other 
configurations. Peter Chadwick, G3RZP has an admittance bridge and has 
offered to send some numbers.

This is in response to the many folks who offered info 
and asked to know what I would up finding out about the 
cellular phones choices out here in the west. 


I talked to all the companies that provide cellular service 
here in the Reno and in the Boise area. It seems that you 
can only sign up for one of these services if it is offered 
locally. 


For example, GTE was used by one of the list members but 
they do not provide service here so they were "off the table". 


I would up going with Verizon Wireless, which is made up 

of Bell Atlantic Mobile, AixrTouch Cellular and PrimeCo with 
a rumor going around that another somewhat major provider 
will soon be joining in. 


This, I have been told, gives Verizon the best coverage 

in the USA. Free roaming and long distance only works if 
there are "roaming" agreements between your carrier and 
the carrier you happen to use when "on the road". If there 
is no agreement between them, you wind up paying roaming 
fees. (And long distance in most cases). The three carries 
that form Verizon have roaming agreements that cover just 
about anyplace you might find yourself. 


The salesman from Nextel said that they covered just about 
all the major cities in the US but were weak in the rual 
areas and that he would use Verizon for the kind of travel 
we plan to do!

That is probably the most common failure in the 8640. It happens when 
someone is testing the receiver part of a transceiver and accidentally keys 
the transmitter, sending hootie power into the 8640 attenuator, which burns 
up a few resistors. 


You can probably figure out which ones to replace without a schematic. 
Normal precision (1% or better) resistors are good enough.

I got private mail from KU4Q0 asking about the 8640B Opt 323, which is the 
military version of the 8640B, in a heavy yellow shipping case that you can 
run a tank over; he was referred to me by W6TOY. I just read the HTML 
archives and found out that he asked the question here first, so I'll share 
my answer. A number of QRPers probably have these units, which have appeared 
on the surplus market in recent years, and the info here is also applicable 
to anyone who has the HP model 355x attenuators. (And yes, this is QRP 
related since attenuators are very useful items for homebrewing and 
experimenting, and even real QRP operation...but only if you're VERY careful 
about how much power you pump into them!) 


Are the lower output positions bad as well (higher attenuation), or just 
that one? I had my 8640B Opt 323 apart once but don't recall how the 
attenuator was implemented. In some types of equipment attenuators are in 
shielded boxes, while other things have them built out in the open, on 
switches, where you can get at them. But in an environment like this, where 
you have such a range of attenuation, and at RF to boot, I strongly doubt 
that's the case--just about have to have a shielded unit for this. 


I know I did take note of the attenuator when I had mine apart but just 
can't remember details. Good chance, though, being HP, that it's a variation 
on their 355x series which they market separately. In fact, Fred Bonavita, 
W5QJM, now K5QLF, once swapped attenuators with me. I gave him an HP 355x 
and he gave me one back (of a different range) that was quite obviously the 
same thing but intended for use inside some piece of their own test 
equipment instead of retail sale, ie, not labeled or painted, anda 
relatively rough finish. But it was quite clearly from the same family. 


If it is something like that, you're in luck since you can fix those rather 
easily. If it was the type of attenuator that uses a rotating turret, it 
could get very complicated and nasty indeed, but the HP 355x family--the 
ones with knobs, not the electrically programmable variant--are pretty 
straightforward. Intead of a separate attenuator for each and every 
value--which is that the turret type have inside--these have a relatively 
small number of sections, such as 10, 20, 30 and 60 dB each. As the knob is 
turned, a number of cams on the shaft switch various sections in and 
out--they have microswitches on each section--to give whatever value is 
appropriate. By adding up those numbers in various combinations, you can hit 
anything from 0 to 120 in steps of 10 

dB. (They also do the same thing with their 1 dB per step unit.) 


You'll have to remove a goodly number of screws on the bottom. Don't bother 
removing the top unless you're curious and want to see the cams on the 
shaft. Lift the bottom cover and you'll see all the resistors in there, and 
they will be fairly easy to get out. If any are burned, that will be 
obvious. Not so obvious is if something has changed value but leaves no 
visible signs; then you have to start ohming things out. 


Assuming this is the type of attenuator in our generator, here's my guess: 
you said the output jumps way up when you go to 70 dB. That step would be a 
combination of 60 and 10 dB sections (or whatever numbers are involved, 
maybe a 50 dB section) and the bigger one is probably not getting switched 
in, giving you maybe 10 dB attenuation instead of 70. That could be a 
problem on the top side of the unit--maybe the leaf spring on the 
microswitch button is out of adjustment and not contacting the button fully 
when the cam pushes on it, or maybe the cams have moved out of position 
along the shaft and are not contacting all the microswitch leaf springs. (I 
saw that once; I had to use an arbor press and piece of metal to push the 
batch of cams down a bit further on the shaft. Not sure how it got that way, 
since the cams are a very tight fit on the shaft. I think some curious 
person got carried away and was messing around where he shouldn't have 
been!) Ox maybe the microswitch itself is bad internally. 


You may have to do some mechanical adjustment on the top side of the 
attenuator, or maybe replace the appropriate microswitches--I believe they 
have two on each section, one at each end. They probably look like pretty 
ordinary microswitches, too, though I would not be surprised if they're 
actually special ones, made to give good RF performance up 1 GHz or better. 
But you could try replacing it with a run of the mill microswitch and see 
how it works. Might degrade the performance at the high end of the range, 
but better than nothing.

On Fri, 9 Jun 2000, Dan Presley wrote: 

> I read all the great reports from Paul, NAS5N on the flares & storms, and 
> was all set to be ‘wiped out' on the bands. Last night while finishing up 

> my K2 I flicked on a rig on 40M expecting to hear lots of static and lo and 
> behold, it was full of strong ca sigs from all over the country! This was 
> about 0500-0600 UTC Friday. 


Yesterday's geomagnetic storm began about 0900 UTC upon the arrival of the 
shockwave from tuesday's flares. It immediately drove the K index to 7, 
defining a MAJOR geomagnetic field. Of course the disturbances to our 
magnetic field varied across our globe, causing SEVERE storm conditions in 
some places, notably the higher latitudes. This major geomagnetic storm 
lasted until the end of the UTC day, or early evening in the U.S. The K 
index has been 2-3 since then, marking the end of xthisx geomagnetic 
storm. So by early evening, the storm was over. 


Most reports indicate this storm did not attain the intensity or duration 
that was being predicted by some agencies. The high solar wind of this 
shockwave did not last as long as first thought, nor did the direction of 
the interplanetary magnetic field (IMF) wiggle around as much as 
anticipated. The direction of the IMF going southward for long periods 
is what enhances auroral activity. Still, it was classified by NOAA as a 
major, class G3, geomagnetic storm, which is a big one. It just didn't 
last as long (<12 hours) as most storms of this magnitude seem to do. 


However, we are still waiting for the possible arrival of a shockwave 
from wednesday's X-class flare later today or early saturday. If it's 
intense, it will trigger another geomagnetic storm, likely of short 
duration as this one was. 


> What is the recovery time from the 'blast' of a flare? 


It all depends on how strong the blast from the shockwave is, how long the 
high solar wind exerts pressure on our magnetic field, whether we take a 
direct hit or a glancing blow, etc. But generally, the geomagnetic storm 
will decay back to normal conditions within 6 hours after the high solar 
wind from the shock wave ends. 


Our geomagnetic field tends to get very quiet and stable following a 
storm, suggesting this evening will bring very good conditions to 30M, 
4OM and 80M ... at least until (and if) this next shockwave hits us. 


> Also this morning around 1500 the BBC was rolling in great on 9760 
> Khz ( probably a relay station, but still a good signal). 


Again, the geomagnetic storm is now over and our magnetic field is very 
quiet and stable. K=3. HF conditions are back to normal, if not a bit 


better than usual right now. 


> So, I'm curious how to 'time' these flares, and what the recovery cycle 
> is-any thoughts? 


I hope this answers some of your questions. During the past solar cycles, 
we did not have real-time satellites in orbit making all these 
measurements of solar wind, shockwaves, particle densities, etc. There 
was often little warning when a storm hit or how long it would last. Now 
with all this data, it's becoming easier to see when a storm is about to 
begin and when it will start to subside. However, with all this data, 
there is still so much to learn. Our understanding of the PHYSICS behind 
all of this has virtually changed completely in the past ten years, while 
the accuracy of making predictions is still difficult at best. It's 
making predictions of a wavefront of particles and electrons that even 
with modern technology, still can not be actually seen as they travel 
from the sun to the earth ... only measured when they finally hit!
